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Ashes Make Poor Gunpowder 

Under the stark title of "Ashes Make Poor Gun- 
powder," the Arc insurance industry has released a 
booklet that cites a few of the activities the Ore insur- 
ance companies arc conducting in this war in addition 
to selling fire insurance. Heading those activities is fire 

prevention. ; . . 

An army of fire prevention engineers maintained 
by the fire insurance industry and with years of train- 
ing in scientific fire prevention, is now working to pre- 
vent fire destruction in vital war establishments. To 
protect the Army, an advisory fire protection bureau is 
maintained in the War Department at insurance com- 
pany expense. A force of engineers is working full 
time on such projects as Army cantonments, training 
centers, hospitals, and supply depots.' They are in- 
specting and preparing fire prevention standards for 
thousands of these projects— helping to save lives and 
speed the war effort. A similar bureau is serving the 
Navy. And with the Coast Guard at more than 100 ports 
throughout the country another group of engineers is 
helping to see that piers, wharves, and war material 
and equipment awaiting there for shipment are not dam- 



aged or destroyed by fire. Still another group Is work- 
ing to prevent fire In industrial plants. Back of all 
of them are vast research organizations supported by 
the insurance industry. 

The full scope of the fire prevention work of insurance 
is as far flung as its value is immeasurable. 

Worse Than Inflation 

There arc worse things than inflation. One is gov- 
ernment tyranny, which can occur when people fear in- 
flation more than they love freedom. We have reached 
the point in this country when fear of inflation is tend- 
ing to force us toward tyranny. Wc may not be able 
to avoid inflation. It is the price of war. But we can 
avoid tyranny. The present rebellion against subsi- 
dies is an encouraging indication that the.Amerign 
people prefer to take their inflation straight.
